CHRISTIAN OR ATHEIST?

It would appear that the latter 
point of view was taking rather a 
btating in the past lew days, Per- 
haps, however, there may be a few 
words to be said on the other 
tide which will bear soipe weight. 
''. Will. you agrée that no one knows 
absolutely whether God, the after- 
life, etc., exists or docs not exist? 
We, can believe either one way or 

'. the other, yet is it not impossible 
"to know? Insofar as knowing goes 
It apptars necessary for. all men 
to be agnostics. 

In the matter of belief then: a 
belief in God is called positive 
Why? Is it because God is sup' 
posed to'be some thing and not 
VGiid, nothing? In one sense this Is 
'. true and logical. However, does not 
the truer positive value lie In the 
implications that such a belief, or 
assumption,s^ has ! 6n)<human life? 
In this respect ' both beliefs are 
positive in that they make certain 
definite Implications in regard, to 
earthly life.-.' ■•' ■ . 

Gur'present society rests on the 
: basle > assumption of the existence 
of God. Does our society act on 
this assumption in the progreislvc 
creation of its culture? Not wholly; 
some of the biggest dlscrepencics 
in our cultural integration lie in 
this field. However, on the whole 
this one of the basic themes. On 
this ground, man Is taught (o be 
patjenl, .jt«; ^endure^., Hs^ 
mise^'on thé igraunds that he shall 
be rewarded after death- When 
things go wrong he is told that it is 
all for (lie ' best for God knows 
what Is right, God will help him. 
In social and moral considerations 



this factor lies somewhere in the 
back of peoples minds. Agreed 
that in its pure form. Christianity Is 
a revolutionary and progressive 
doctrine even today, but so is Com- 
munism. In reality it is a conser- 
vative force. The church and such 
an attitude of mind as was earlier 
expressed in reality are destriic 
five elements in social progression, 
or improvement. In matters such 
as birth coritrol,! tex education, 
scientific learning, false custom 
and prejudices, ethnic discrimina- 
tion and a host of other considera- 
tions Christianity in the actual 
form is a retarding force. True 
it does do many good things,. how- 
ever, I do not wish to debate that 
point ' immediately. The conse- 
quence of belief or disbelief, or 
even a sort of suspension of belief, 
lies deeper than that. 

On the assumption that God does 
not exist, or at least that the Chris- 
tian or personal God and the fact 
of immortality and reward or pun- 
ishment after deajh does not exist, 
which is quite possible,' what (hen? 
Does not .this '.change the whole 
picture? .Is'fnot man living upon 
false asslimptlons, suffèrlng in 
some casea^^undcr false hopes and 
for false reasons? The blame for 
the state of the individual no long- 
er rests in God, but in man him- 
self. His .courl of appeal , is now 
actual andEia^n exteiit attainable 
where.' b efore-l t was not Does not 
the hieanltqpDf .llfe;^?e«lt«lre * new 
def iiiitionitand' dîéaih" have a ' new, 
and pcrhaps'^dlsturbing, signific- 
ance?. Life becomes a little more 
real; life Is then for living to the 
fullest, in accordance with its new 
definition. If the non-existence of 



the Christian God is true, are not 
men being cheated: of the reality 
of life* of their rights as living be- 
ings — being cheated and referred 
to God, who Is not attainable, for 
the answer? Are they not pre- 
paring to face death upon false 
information? The individual is to 
make up his own mind in this re 
^ard, for the truthi on this ques 
tion Is in no way rationally possl 
bie. Nevertheless, I think It can 
be seen that the latter view has 
a positive value. 

This position is neither actually 
Christian or Athelstie nor even 
Agnostic. It assumes that definite 
knowledge either for or against 
is impossible, at least in ttie ra- 
tional sense. Perhaps,, however, ra 
tional knowledge is not the.tilti 
mate form of knowing: perhaps 
such kno\y ledge can be gained in 
another way, I do not know. Yet 
this position makes the assumption 
that the personal god docs not 
exist and that death is the end, 
after that - there is nothing — at 
least for the individual as a pre- 
served identityand 'a|i existence 
in any form whatevjg^tlsewh'ere is 
concerned.- Under .Uii^rieS^; defini- 
tion the so-called ."Good' Llfe*; can 
still be lived or aimed at From the 
implications of the standpoint per- 
haps a more creative life will ap- 
pear, to be demanded.. Perhaps it 
shall not It there any necessity 
that the truth ,of the matter be 
Idealistic or pleasant? I think not. 
Which position is' the most impor- 
tant bears the most weight? Ws 
must all die: that. Is certain. Is 
there a positive' viilue''ln the latter 
position; what do' you think?

Health Plans 
Gain 4-1 Win 
In-Gael Poll 

KinRslnn. — (CUP) — Queen's 
students have voted "yes" to the 
London Life Health Plan.. All' stu- 
dents will be covered for the school 
year against sickness bills to the 
amount of $410. The premium of 
$10.75 will be tal^en' from school 
fees. 

Over . eight-one . per cent of the 
Quef nsmcn voted on ' this issue, 
which has hecn in, préparation for 
over , three years, during that time 
seventeen different companies were 
asked to submit plans for protection 
of sick students. A ,commlttee was 
forpicd by the students council of 
Queen's and eventually two plans 
were offered to the: students. . i_ 

The Associated Medical Service 
Plan, which was turned down by a 
4 to 1 vote, offered pll-ycar protec- 
tion at $15.15. This premium would 
have caused a raise of $5.00 in stu- 
dent fees. 

"The gain with the London Life 
Plan is that the student is usually 
the victim of minor disease and in- 
jury and this Is amply covered at 
a cheaper rate than that offered by 
the Associated Medical Plan," said 
the Investigating committee. 

The eight-one per' cent vote 
came as a slight surprise, to the 
backers of the health insurance 
plan. It was felt that a sixty per 
cent vote was all that could bo 
hoped for. The Medical Faculty 
voted 98 pit cent |or the London 
Plan.. •"■ '" • . • 

A minor touch, of hum'our entered 
into an otherwise serious election— 
the ballots were edged in black. 
Many students took It as an omen 
of something or other. .' 



Strcsing tile - discriminatory na- 
ture of the AMS action in cancell-

It was said 
that the Jan. 18 date of the post- 
poned session would coincide' wltli 
one of the; Brocklngton «lectures but 
this showed laxity on the part' of 
the AMS office as he (Montgom 
cry) had booked the date for the 
Model Parliament on being told by 
the office ttiat Jan. 18 was available. 

Appearing for the. AMS Execut- 
ive, AMS prexy DeRe denied tiiat 
the expcutlve's action was punitive. 
"The steering committee acted'quite 
within Its power.?" he said describ- 
ing the AMS ncllon as a veto legit- 
imately imposed on one of its stand- 
ing committees. Montgomery con- 
tested this -statement by pointing 
out that apart from the chairman, 
Bruce Odell, the steering commit- 
tee was made up of party rcpresch- 
latlves not AMS appointees, DcRe 
conceded that the steering commit- 
tee was an ad hoc committee and 
withdrew .the word "veto."
